The power of tho lloiiso of Assembly has 
been called in queslion by an olTicer of the 
Crown, in this colony, in o manner wliieh 
wo trust will riot be allowed to pai-s over 
until lUo prerogative o( tlio House lias been 
freed from the contempt wliich has been cast 
upon it. The impression of the llouso sconi.s 
to be that no contempt of its authority was 
intentionally displayed by the Acting Land 
Surveyor, in neglecting to return to the Com- 
mittee on Crown Jjauds when ho had been 
allowed to absent hini-clf fur the simple pur- 
pose ol fproduciui; certain papers and plaii.=, 
but that ho was guilty ot" broacli of priviloyo 
in not returning there could be no doubt ;
